Many of the women’s organizations 
have already taken cognizance of The 
Constitution's campaign in the interest 
of the school system and the school 
children. and some have adopted reso- 
lutions pledging ald in the fight which 
will be made, probably in January. 

Mrs. Samuel VL. Lumpkin, president 
of the Atlanta City Federation of Wam- 
en’a Clubs. declared Sunday that she 
indorsed the movement in the interest 
of the school system, and expressing the 
belief that the organization of which she 
is the head will, at its next meeting, 
take some action which will have the 
effect of mustering every clubwoman 
in the city in the campaign in the in- 
terest of the schools. 

Club Is on Record. 

“The club has already expressed it- 

self as to the'’school situation in At-

lanta,”’ said Mrs. Lumpkin, “and I know, 


for a certainty that ite membership 
will heartily co-operate in any move- 
ment which tends to give more ade- 
quate facilities. Every woman in the 
city knows that the schools need im- 
provement, and I am sure that they will 
all help to put the bond issue through.”

ENGLISH BATTLESHIP BULWARK WHICH WAS 


The world awaited with keen Iinter- 
est the official announcement as to 
the cause of the destruction 
English battleship Bulwark. Wheth- 
er it was the work of a spy or a sub- 
marine or was the result of an acci- 
dental explosion in the ship's mag- 
azine was a question much debated. 
The warship was at anchor at Sheer- 
nese, the British naval base at the 
mouth of the Thames, about 35 miles 
from London. She was suddenly 
totally destroyed, and all of her crew 
that was aboard, nearly 800 men, were 
wiped out, with the exception of about 
fifteen who were picked up from the 
water more dead than alive. The Bul- 
wark belonged to the same old style 
class of eighteen knot battleships as 
the London and the Venerable, and 
was built in 1899. Her displacement 
was 15,000 tons, and her length was 
480 feet. The vessel had a particu-

larly large magazine capacity. She 
was built at Devonport and cost $5.- 
000,000. The Bulwark’s armament con- 
sisted of four submerged eighteen-inch 
torpedo tubes, four twelve-inch and 
twelve six-inch guns, sixteen twelve- 
pounders and two twelve-pounders of 
fighter weight carriage, six three- 
pounders and two Maxims. Great 
Britain has lost the following war- 
ships: August 6, cruiser Amphion, 
sunk by mine in North sea: 131 men 
lost.

The British Field Marshal 
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GERMAN ASSAULTS 
BEGIN 1) WEAKEN, 
SAYS GEN. FRENCH 


Thinks Ypres-Armentieres 
Battle Is Entering Its 
Final Stages. 


DECLARED TO BE GOOD 


Field Marshal French Says 
Germans Have Lost Three 
Times as Many Men as the 
Anglo-French Forces.

London, November 
shal Sir John French, 
chief of the British forces in the field, 
speaks optimistically of the position 
of the allies in a report made public 
here today. It covers in a general 
way activities from October 11 to No- 


vember 20. 

Summing up, Field 
says: 

“As I close this dispatch, signs are 
in evidence that we are possibly in 
the last stages of the battle from 
Ypres to Armentieres. For several 
days the artillery fire of the enemy 
has slackened considerably and his in- 
fantry attacks practically have ceased. 

“In remarking upon the general 
military situation of the allies it does 
not seem to be clearly understood that 
the operations in which we have been 
engaged embrace nearly all of the 
central part of Europe, in the east to 
the west. The combined French, Bel- 
gian and British aries in the west 
and the Russian army in the east are 
the united forces of- Ger- 
and Austria. 

French Describes German Plan. 

“Our enemies elected at the com- 
mencement of the war to throw the 
weight of their forces against our 
armies in the west and to detach only 
a comparatively weak force, com- 
posed of very few of the first line 
troops and several corps of second and 
third line troops, to stem the. Russian 
advance until the western forces could 
be completely overwhelmed. Their 
strength enabled them from the out- 
set to throw greatly superior forces 
against us in the west. This precludes 
ths possibility of our taking vigorous 
offensive action except when miscal- 
culations are made by their command- 
ers, opening up special opportunities 
for successful attacks and pursuit. 

“The battle of the Marne was an 
example, as was our advance from St. 
Omer and Hazebrouck to the line of 
the River Yys, at the commencement 
of this battle. The rote Which our 
armies consequently have been called 
upon to fulfill has been to occupy 
Strong defensive positions, holding 
ground gained and inviting the 
enemy's attack, and to throw back 
these attacks, causing the enemy 
heavy losses in his retreat and follow- 
ing him up with powerful and success- 
ful counter attacks to complete his 
discomfiture. y 

Germans Tied to Trenches. 

“The value and significance of Op- 
erations of this nature since the com - 
mencement of hostilities lies in the 
fact that at the moment when the 
eastern provinces of Germany are in 
imminent danger of being over-run 
by the numerous and vowerful armies 
of Russia nearly the whole active 
army of Germany is tied down to a 
line of trenches extending from Ver- 
dun, on the Alsatian frontier. to the 
sea at Nieuport, east of Dunkirk (a 
distance of 260 miles), where they are 
held with much reduced numbers and 
impaired morals, by the successful ac- 
tion of our troops. 

“I cannot speak too highly of the 
services rendered by the Royal artil- 
lery throughout the battle. In spite 
of the fact that the enemy, brought up 
Zuns of great range and ‘shell power, 
our men have succeeded throughout 
in preventing the enemy from estab- 
lishing anything in the nature of su- 
periority in artillery. 

“TI deeply regret the heavy casual- 
ties we have suffered, but the fight- 
ing has been very desperate and we 
have been assailed by vastly superior 
numbers. I have every reason to 
know that throughout the course of 
the battle we have placed at least 
three times as many of the enemy 
hors de combat, in dead, wounded and 
prisoners. 

“Throughout these operations Gen- 
eral Foch has strained his resources 
to the utmost to afford me all the sup- 
port he could. An expression of my 
warm gratitude also is due to General 
Dubail, commanding the Etghth French 
army corps, on my left, and to General 
De Maud’huy, commanding the Tenth 
army corps, on my right.” 

Effort to Outflank Germans. 

Discussing details of the engagement 
from Ypres to Armentieres, Genera! 
Frenely expla! that he was impressed 
early in October with the necessity of 
giving the greatest possible support to 
the northern flank in the effort to 
outflank the enemy. He made known 
his view to General Joffre, who agreed 
with it.

London, November 29.—Latest offi- 
cial Russian announcements still claim 
advantage in the fighting in northern 
Poland, but deprecate exaggerated re- 
ports of their successes. 

Germany dcelares officially that the 
Russian attacks have been repulsed 
and that German counter-attacks have 
been successful. 

The German emperor has joined 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg in tlie 
east to offer his advice and to encour- 
age his troops. 

Enormous losses have been inflicted 
on the Germans, according to the Rus- 
sian statement, but no mention ts made 
of the capture of German divisions, sv 
freely claimed by the Petrograd cor- 
respondent of London and Paris papers. 


GERMANS FIGHT 
TO ESCAPE TRAP. 


Some days must elapse before this 
battle, which promises to prove the 
most decisive of the war, is concluded. 
So far, all taht is definitely known is 
that the German advance has been 
stopped. Some of the German troops 
have been partly or wholly surround- 
ed, but they. still -.are fighting stub- 
bornly to break their way through the 
Russian lines, apparently to the north- 
ward, where they hope to join rein- 
forcements from Thorn. 

In the battle before Cracow the Rus- 
sians claim decisive success. During 
the last week they took 30,000 prison- 
ers in that region, which ifs taken in 
Petrograd to mean that Cracow will 
not bar the Russian advance in Silesia 
from the south, but that, with the Rus- 
trian army beaten, it will mask the 
fortress. ; 

The Russians also announce success 
on the Austrian side of the Carpa- 
thians and against the Turks in the 
Caucasus, although in both regions 
the worst of weather has prevailed. 


GERMANS QUIET 
ON WEST FRONT. 


In the west, the Germans, although 
making an occasiomal infantry attack, 
seem content at present to bombard 
the allied positions with somewhat 
lighter guns than they have been using. 
This may mean either that they are 
sending troops and artillery to the 
east or that they are preparing a new 
attack against the allies. 

That the enterprise that failed in 
Flanders will not be repeated for the 
present seems probable, as the aliies 
have been allowed to capture some 
points of vantage around Ypres, pre- 
viously considered necessary to the 
German plans.

RUSSIANS INFLICT 
ENORMOUS LOSSES 
UN THE INVADERS 


One of the German Armies 
Cut Into Three Parts. 
Fighting Continues, the 
Germans Trying to Cut 
Their Way to Safety. 


Petrograd, November 29.—The follow- 
ing official communication was issued 
tonight: 

“Between the Vistula and the Warta 
the enemy continues to maintain the 
position fortified by him at Strykow, 
Zzierz, Szadek and Zdunska Wola 
(Russian Poland). The fighting has 
been very stubborn in the regions of 
Strykow and Zgierz. We captured at 
these points cannon, rapid-firers and 
several hundred prisoners. 

“Our troops have taken part in an 
engagement along the front comprising 
Glowno, Bielawy and Sobota. Along 
the left bank of the Vistula the Ger- 
mans carried out a counter-attack. 

“According to prisoners, the German 
losses were enormous, many battalions 
losing all of their officers and the com- 
panies being reduced from 60 to 80 
men. 

German Plan Has Falied. 

“Undoubtedly the German plan to 
pierce our front on the left bank of 
the Vistula and surround part of the 

Russian army has failed. It appears 
from the communications of the staff 
commander-in-chief that the Germans 
have been compelled to fall back from 
Ragow and Tuszyn, through Brzeziny, 
on Strykow, under conditions most dis- 
advantageous to them. The Germans 


‘suffered enormous losees during the re- 


treat. 

“The fighting is not yet finished. The 
battle on the whole front is develop- 
ing favorably for us. 

“The enemy, however, 
offer stubborn resistance. It is impos- 
sible, therefore, to consider the opera- 
tions ended and it is necessary to await 
the revelation of its final results in 
the firm assurance that the Russian 
troops are fully conscious of the ne- 
cessity for successfully concluding 
their heroic efforts to finally shatter 
the enemy’s resistance. 

“On the Czenstochowa-Cracow front 


there have been no important engage- | 


ments. The Austrian army, which de- 
fended the approaches east of Cracow 
on Schreniava and Raba, were defeated 
November 26, being driven back to the 
region of the fortress. 

“In the Carpathians on November 
we took as many as 1,200 Austrians. 
The troops of the enemy have retired 
precipitately from Bukowina. We have 
occupied Czernowitz. 

“In the region of the Mazurian 
(East Prussia) and the Ang rerap 
our troops have thrown back the 
mans in several districts from 
fortified positions.’ 

German Army Cut in Three Parts. 

A review of military operations in 
the last week at the rear of Lodz, as 
ziven out semi-officially here, ihdicates 
that the German army under General 
Mackenzen has ‘been cut in three parts. 

The right wing still is struggling fif-. 
teen miles west southwest of Lodz to 
unite with the column sent to its as- 
sistance from Wielun. The' center is 
ten miles north northeast by north of 
Lodz and still is engaged in a desperate 
effort to cut its way to rejoin the left 
wing, which partially is cut off from 
the strongest position on the Vistuld. 
This army, the review asserts, is MOv- 
ing back before Russian onslaugnhts, 
but is stubbornly disputing the Rus- 
Sian advance, 

[In this quarter the Russian advance 
is from Gombin, fifty miles north of 
Lodz is estimated that the three 
German centers are at least twenty 
miles apart, and that the middle one} 
is acting entirely on its owl initiative, 
being completely isolated from 


others. 

It is said the main bodies of 
German wing are maintaining a thin 
line of communication to the rear, ex- 
tending in a semi-circle a distance of 
forty miles. Russian experts declare 
the operations will not result in the 
complete surrendering of the Germans, 
but that the purpose of the German 
campaign against Warsaw has been en- 
tirely frustrated.

Lemberg, Galicia, November 29.— 
(Via Petrograd and lLondon.)—The 
Russiaps appear to have accomplished 
the difficult feat of throwing an army 
through the Carpathians southwest of 
Lemberg. Fighting in these moun- 
tains has beer most ferocious, being 
carried on under extraordinary diffi- 
culties increased by severe cold, the 
bitter winds, and enow storms.

Every Day Outcry Increases 
Against Liquor — Women 
Doing Lot of Drinking. 


London, November 20.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—Every 
day the demand for a stricter regula- 
tion of the sale of liquor during the 
war becomes more insistent. Military 
authorities are disgusted with the 
drunkenness of soldiers, brought about 
by the disposition of civilians to treat 
all men im uniform. 

Lord Kitchener has issued numerous 
protests against the treating of sol- 
diers. Even the closing of public 
houses at 10 o’clock at-night has not 
cured the evil. 

The increase of drunkenness among 
women, especially those whose hus- 
bands have entered the service, has 
fallen under the observation of social 
workers in all parts of London, and 
many delegations of prominent women 
have appeared before licensing justices 
in an effort to check this practice. 

The Duchess of Marlborough, Lady 
Byles, Mrs. McKenna, Mrs. James Gow 
and many other prominent women vis- 
ited Mr. McKenna at the home office 
and asked his assistance in battling 
the wave of alcoholism among women. 
Prohibition of the sale of liquor before 
noon was suggested as a regulation 
that would lessen the temptation of- 
fered by public houses. 

Mr. McKenna said it would require 
a new act from parliament to enable 
him to further curtail the hours of 
liquor selling. He promised to sub- 
mit the suggestion to the house. 

In his last days, Lord Roberts made 
a public appeal against tempting sol- 
diers with liquor.

BOBS UP IN MEXICO 


Gen. Pablo Gonzalez Quits | 
Carranza. and Proclaims 
Himself Provisional Presi-| 
dent—Gonzalez Has 8,000) 
Troops. 


Washington, November 29.—State de- 
partment advices today reported that 
General Pablo Gonzalez, now at Pa- 
chuca, with 8,000 troops, had proclaim- 
ed himself provisional president of 
Mexico. He hitherto had been regard- 
ed as loyal to Carranza. 

Gonzalez was one of the foremost 
leaders of the constitutionalist army in 
the campaign against Huerta. After 
the Aguas Calientes convention, how- 
ever, he disappeared southward with 
his army and his whereabouts since had 
been a mystery. 

The state department reports came 
from Aguas Calientes. They gave no 
details. It is not believed here that 
Gonzalez, with his comparatively small 
force, will be able to interfere with 
the forces of Provisional President 
Gutierrez and General Villa for a joint 
triumphal entry into Mexico City. 


MANY AMERICANS

Central Presbyterian 
day evening dirécted 
statements against the modern con- 
ditions of the dance under the 
subject, “The Right and Wrong of 
Dancing.” In censuring the present 
nature and tendency of the dance, he 
said, in part: 

“The church has always had an atti- 
tude of warning and condemnation 
against the theater, card playing and 
dancing. This is not because the church 
does not sanction pleasure, but because 
these particular pleasures have con- 
stantly possessed an evil tendency. 

“There are two positions to take, 
either to withdraw and let the dances 
be evil or good as they may develop, 
or to place a restraining, controlling 
touch upon their trend. I take it that 
we would demand that the streams of 
amusement be purified when they are 
foul. 

“In the quotation from Job. ‘They 
send forth;their little ones like a flock 
and their children dance,’ the Hebrew 
word means to ‘skip.’ Later it meant 
to turn as in the maypole dance. The 
word then assumed the significance 
of to ‘go around.’ This devel- 
oped into the New Testament 
meaning of to ‘lift the feet.’ Thus 
we see that the first meaning of the 
word dance covered an expression of 
inward joy by means of gestures. - 

“It is as natural for a child to dance 
as for a colt to run. The dance has 
certain elements of value. It is a form 
of exercise. It gives to the body 
grace. As a form of amusement it has 
a value, for it is good for people to be 
amused. 

“But let us look at the development 
of the dance. It commenced with a form 
of skipping and evolved into a spec- 
tacle foul and obscence, as records tes- 
tify. People here can remember when 
the square dance and the Virginia reel 
were the vogue. Now the mode of the 
hour is the turkey trot. 

“There is something questionable 
about the argument advanced that it is 
ossible to dance the modern dances 
modestly. Many good women, whom I 
know to be good, uncomplainingly sub- 
mit to this fallacious reasoning and al- 
low their sons and daughters. who are 
only out for a bit of joyous fun. to be 
instructed by French dancing masters 
whose hearts are rotten with the rot- 
tenness of the dance halls of Paris and 
Italy.

without even a demand for a roll-call. 

That bill received the public commen- 
dation of Representative Mann, of Illinois, 
the republican leader,.and one of the most 
intensely partisan members of the house; so 
it may be said that the house members, 
both democratic and republican, were prac- 
tically unanimous in favor of payment of 
these claims. 

After this early passage of this bill by 
the house, nearly a year ago, our people 
looked confidently to the democratic senate 
to consummate the action necessary to pay 
these claims. Their confidence was evi- 
dently unwarranted. 

For over six months the bill has re 
mained on the senate calendar, with a favor- 
able report. Only feeble efforts have been 
made to force action. , 

The treatment accorded this war claims 
bill is very markedly in contrast with the 
action taken thus far by this same con- 
gress in the matter of private pension legis- 
lation, .It is estimated that the sixty-third 
congress has enacted a total of about 4,000 
private pension bills, either increasing pen- 
sions or giving pensions which could not be 
secured under the general pension laws. It 
is an open secret that every senator and 
congressman is given by the pension com- 
mittees a certain number of claims each 
session, and that up to the fixed number 
favorable reports will be made, unless the 
lack of merit is:found to be too glaring. 
The facts of these private pension claims 
are not proven before a court, as in case of 
the southern war claims; they are not made 
the subject of any investigation by repre- 
sentatives of the government, as are the 
southern war claims. 

Why, then, the gross’ discrimination 
against our southern claims and in favor of 
pension claims? The reason will be readily 
perceived by the southern people to be pure- 
ly political. Some members of the senate 
and of the house, from northern states, are 
evidently bent on playing practical politics 
to their own advantage, by use of private 
pension claims, paid from the public treas- 
ury, and their southern brethren do not say 
them nay, but sit supinely in their seats and 
permit these political appropriations to be 
made, aggregating hundreds of thousands of 
dollars per annum, while at the same time 
confessing either their indifference to the 
rights of their own people, whose claims 
have been ascertained to be just by the 
government’s own court, or else confessing 
their lack of ability to cope with more saga- 
cious and energetic representatives from 
other sections of the country. 

In many regards the people of the south 
regarded President Taft as much more to 
be admired than his party. His sense of 
fairness was one of his predominant char- 
acteristics, doubtless strengthened by his 
long service upon the bench. While presi- 
dent he showed appreciation of the 
graceful policv of the government in failing 
to pay its debts, and in his message to con- 


dis- 


gress, of December, 1910, he requested spe- 
cial attention to the great accumulation of 
favorably tried by the court 
claims, and remaining unpaid. President 
Taft very properly said that this failure to 
honor the decisions of the court was calcu- 
lated to bring the government into disrepute 
as a dishonest debtor. 

That statement is true now, but to even 
a greater degree bécause'of the added de-

SAM JONES WRITES 
ON HASTINGS’ LETTER 


Editor Constitution«t Referring to 4 re- 
cently published article of mine in The Con- 
stitution, I have just received the inclosed 
‘from Sam D. Jones, of the Atlanta Stove 
works, who takes the bvcocasion’itto commend 
the general tenor of -it and adds a few 
thoughts of his owm on the subject. It is 
Worth reproducing. H. G. HASTINGS. 
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What Mr. Jones Wrote. 

My Dear Mr, Hastings: I have read your 
article in The Constitution with absorbing 
interest. I wish you could have presented 
these vidws two months ago, and thereby 
given the plan the benefit of an open 
fall to carry Ahem out. To my mind, you 
have crack the nut and revealed the kernel 
of the whole situation. The burden of many 
of the publications this fall has been “what 


can the farmers raise to sell for cash?” Now, 
to my mind, the average farmer should first, 
last and all the time haw before him not 
what he can raise to sell for money, but 
rather “what does it take to support his 
family twelve months in tthe year?” and in 
consequence of this new view so conduct his 
operations as to raise a supply of every 
possible crop which his land will grow, to 
abundantly supply his family, stock, etc., for 
the succeeding twelve months. When he has 
done this he does not need much money, and 
if he does not do this and relies on buying 
his food supply, no amount of money he can 
command will ever answer the punpose, 

I am informed that Georgia now grows 
about 60 per cent of its food supply. If 
they would grow the other 40 per cent they 
would then soon be independent of the banks 
and the inevitable store account which has 
for years been taking all they made. On 
the other hand, the increase of 40 per cent 
more foodstuffs would automatically operate 
to reduce the cotton crop some 25 or 30 per 
cent, and result in satisfactory prices on 
this commodity, and when it is sold, it would 
go into the pockets of the farmers, : with 
which to pay cash for such supplies as he 
had to buy throughout the followimg year. 
Nobody will ever know the advantage of be- 
ing able to pay cash over buying on twelve 
months’ or crop time until they have tried it. 
This cash basis would relieve our country 
of its iniquitous credit system, which is one 
of the things that: bind us all, banks, mer- 
chants, manufacturers and farmers, to the 
ever-revolving grindstone. 

I wish to say that I do not join in the 
hue and cry against cotton that some have 
indulged in. Next to bread, it is the most 
useful crop on earth, and the south practical- 
ly has a monopoly of its growth. I am of 
the opinion that when the southern farmer 
has first produced 100 per cent of all food 
supplies: for man and beast, that he is at 
liberty to, and should, expend the balance of 
his energies growing cotton. If this is done 
we are not likely to grow too much cotton 
to prevent its bringing a fair price, and if 
it should occasionally occur, with the barns, 
cribs, smokehouses, etc., full of supplies for a 
year and no notes fn the bank, or store ac- 
counts to pay, the cotton can lie in the shéd 
until a satisfactory price can be had, and not 
injure anybody. 

Such an adjustment of matters will sure- 
ly require our farmers to turn over a new 
leaf. On the matter of waste of time on the 
farm, a very high authority is quoted as say- 
ing, “He that will not work shall not eat.” 
It follows from this that he 'who only works 
half the year shall only eat half the year, 
and from what now appears, this seems about 
the way the matter is working out. 

Another most important point in your let- 
ter is that your suggestions make it possi- 
ible for each single farmer to work out his 
own case single-handed and alone, regardless 
of what any other mortal man may do.

_ For Helping Schools 


Editor Constitution: You are certainly 
to be admired for the stand you are taking 
regarding the present public school system 
in Atlanta, one of the very best cities in 
the country. 

It is a shame for a town 
vertised as Atlanta is to have so poor a 
school system, and there is no question in 
my mind but that no cit} is any better than 
their schools. I have a 4-year-old boy and 
I dread to think of the day that I! 
start him in our schools, as I have lived in 
Atlanta over three vears, havine been born 
and raised in Cincinnati and therefore know- 
ing what good schools are. 

Before council plans or the school board 
decides upon the plan they are to pursue, it 
surely would be well for them to appoint a 
committee to go to such cities as Detroii, 
Cleveland, Cincinnati and Boston and see 
just what system these cities follow. No 
city in the country has spent more for new 
schools than Cincinnati 
years, having just finished within the past 
five years Woodward and Hughes high 
schools at about $1,000,000 each, and at least 
ten new district and intermediate schools. 

What is Atlanta’s reason to separate the 
boys and girls in their high schools? I no- 
tice that they are now contemplating four 
high schools, at $250,000 each, while Cin- 
ecinnati with 450,000 inhabitants has but 
three—Hughes, Woodward and Walnut Hills 
—and the boys and girls attend these schools 
the same up they do the University of Cin- 
cinnati. 

It also would seem better to put large 
modern and fine schools in different sections 
of the city and, as in other citias, have ‘the 
district and intermediate schools in the same 
building. It is hard to figure how they can 
build four high schools at the same price 
that Cincinnati paid for one, 

Would not one large, grand and modern 
high school for both boys and girls, at 
$1,000,000, be better than four as suggested 
at $250,000 each? 

Why not Keep step with the times! 

The children in Cincinnati have their 
teeth examined, swimming poots, gyms, etc., 
as do all the other larger cities; all of the 
latest systems that are being used. she 
went east and induced Superintendent Con- 
don to come to Cincinnati and he is one of 
the really great and modern public schoo) 
superintendents of the country. 

Atlanta has not even a start 
her school system—so before they

What she does, do 
right, and as she grows, let her add to the 
good ,she already has accomplished. 

Even Cincinnati, with as good a system 
as she has, in the recent November election 
by a vote of almost 4 to 1 agreed to float 
more bonds for schools. 

Cincinnati is not growing nearly as rap- 
idjy as Atlanta. Why should a city that is 
growing so rapidly neglect her schools while 
a city that is growing very little keeps on 
making large and expensive improvements? 

Ever since 1 have lived in Atlanta I have 
watched with pride the firm stand The Con- 
stitution has always taken for our schools 
and for public improvements. 

You surely are to be commended for same 
and your work ig appreciated by every father 
and mother in Atlanta, and also by those 
who have no children, but have the interest 
of Atlanta at heart. c

Editor Constitution: From the viewpoint 
of an interested observer it seems to me 
that the time has come when this country, 
great as it is reputed to be among the na- 
tions of the world, should take due ‘cogni- 
zance of its weak spots and adopt measures 
to create an invincible strength, which is 
the only guarantee of peace. It has been our 
practice in the past to rely implicitly upon 
the honor of nations, and their willingness 
and desire to sacredly regard compacts and 
treaties, and in the assurance that right will 
always prevail, we have allowed ourselves 
to become impotent to enforce our rights, 
which may at any time be utterly disre- 
garded. The United States as a nation has 
steered clear of embarrassing and entangling 
alliances, and has not therefore been drawn 
into this fearful conflict, which now en- 
velops Europe in a dense war-cloud, but 
we cannot count too much upon the desire 
of the other powers of the world to always 
do the right. It must be remembered that it 
is just as easy today as it was in the day 
of Napoleon to pick a quarrel, and have that 
quarrel followed by a declaration of war, 
in which two or more forelgn powers may 
combine against us. Doubtless, in the event 
of a war, such would be the case on account 
of the alliances existing between other gov- 
ernments. Should such a condition be forced 
upon us by greed, ambition or jealousy, I 
fear that we would find ourselves wholly 
unprepared to meet the situation. 

When we contemplate the fact that mil- 
lions of men are now engaged in a conti- 
nental war in Europe, our standing army of 
relatively a few thousand seems little larger 
than a corporal’s guard. The United States 
should have a standing army of not less than 
300,000 trained regulars. If this number of 
men could be called into immediate, mobili- 
zation, probably we could meet any foreign 
foe who might land on our shores and keep 
him in check until we could put the militia 
on a war footing, and mobilize an army for 
real war. The first duty of this nation, it 
seems to me, in the interest of public safety 
is to enlist and support a standing army of 
at least 300,000 men, and then ‘let the militia 
be trained along such lines as*that we could 
mobilize for immediate service in the field, 
if necessary, an army of three or four mil- 
lions of men. From current accounts of the 
awful conflict now in progress it is almost 
a daily occurrence for one side or the other 
to thrust a fresh army of a half a million 
men upon the battle front, and the enemy 
finds that they are trained and seasoned 
troops. Reading such accounts makes us 
feel that our army is small indeed! The al- 
most limf#tless supplies in this nation would 
support easily an army of three or four mil- 
lions of men, without taxing our resources 
or Our people beyond the point of ready pa- 
triotic response. It seldom occurs to us that 
our militia are really and truly our “na- 
tional guard,” and it behooves the authori- 
ties to train them for active service, so as to 
make them immediately available, if neces- 
sary, for at any time they are liable to be 
expected to fill the role of our “national 
guard” in deed and in truth! 

Our Coastal Exposure. 

Then, too, think of our coastal exposure, 
probably aggregating more than 4,600 miles. 
To properly patrol our coasts and prevent 
invasiow by a foreign foe we should have 
the largest navy in the wortd. Our navy is 
good as far as it has gone, but it has not 
gone far enough, and we should be prepared 
for possible world crises similar to that 
through which Europe is now passing, and 
not be compelled to prepare in a moment 
of imminent danger. We have been 
so busy in the onward march of our 
commercial growth that we have been 
deaf to all velcanic mutterings, which to the 
seasoned militarist of Europe is a warning 
to prepare for the eruption. ft is tragic to 
contemplate that the flash of a Single pistol 
shot may be sufficient to let roose the dogs 
of war, and set a continent aflame; and yet 
such an object lesson has been put before 
us, and we should heed the warning. 

The fact that we are a great and good 
nation, believing in fair play, national honor, 
the integrity of binding treaty obligations 
and equal rights to the strong and the weak, 
is not an insurance policy against a willful 
breach of our peace at any timewby a jealous 
foreign power, and an open declaration of 
hostilities. In view of this, we should have 
a navy second to none in tne world which 
could adequately protect our coasts against 
invasion at home, and assert our rights in 
foreign waters with the assurance of main- 
taining them The Monroe Doctrine is 
looked upon abroad as a sort of a standing 
challenge to arms, and I feel sometimes that 
we are just about as well prepared to assert 
our. police authority in the western hemi- 
sphere as a cat is to attack a lion. Nothing 
is intended in this article to be said in a 
spirit of censure, or a spirit of pessimism, 
but simply to call attention to a “condition 
and not a theory,” in which we seem to feel 
a satisfied sense of security, which is un- 
warranted. 

Need Adequate Merchant Marine. 

I would call attention also to the fact 
that we certainly need an adequate mer- 
chant marine, for a two-fold purpose—that 
of building up a foreign trade, and re-estab- 
lishing the American flag on the high seas, 
and, seeond, furnishing transports for troops 
in the event of a foreign war. We need a 
merchant niarine, which is In kéeping with 
American progress and adequate to meet 
American demands. 

It is a shame that American producers 
and manufacturers have to pay out billions 
of dollars to foreigners in ocean freights an- 
nually, and it igs an equal shame that our 
fiag does not appear on merchantmen on the 
high seas. Perhaps of the two the latter 
is the greater shame, for under our short- 
Sighted policy we contribute to keep rival 
flags upon the high seas, and insure the 
conspicuous absence of our own. The op- 
portunity has been beckoning for some time 
to us to develop an enormeus Latin-Ameri- 
can trade. An adequate American merchant 
marine could absolutely dominate it, but we 
can’t establish a merchant marine worthy of 
the name until the proper encouragement is 
given and legitimate inducements offered to 
prospective ship-builders, which other na- 
tions give to their merchant marines. It is 
a necessary part and parcel of the foreign 
commercial policy of this coantry to have 
transportation facilities of our own—to have 
American-nade goods carriea in American 
ships manned by American seamen! It’s a 
drain upon our country to pay this immense 
toll in ocean freights, and, besides being 
short-sighted business policy, we suffer a 
loss of the prestige of our flag upon the 
high seas, when we haul our unadvertised 
products in vented bottoms to foreign 


; markets. 


Under government Subsidy tn time of war 
these merchantmen would be dismantied as 
merchant boats; would be manned by sol- 
dier-sailors, equipped as fighting vessels, and 
transport troops to every scene of action 
without hindrance or delay. The use of 
these ships in such an emergency would be 
a great leverage in the hands of the gov- 
ernment, and would enable rt to carry on its 
operations successfully, without begging or 
buying the aid of other powers. To be 
wholly dependent upon foreign transports 
for our troops, in the event of a foreign war 
of magnitude, is a'state of helplessness into 
which we should nexer have fallen, and from 
which we should quickly emerge. 

Time to Quit Quibbling. 

It seems to me that it is high ,time for 
the congress of the United States ‘to think 
seriously upon these things. It is child's 
play to keep matters of great public moment 
like this in politics. Every move that we 
should now make, from the standpoint of 
both military and naval precaution, as well 
as commercial equipment, should be the off- 
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Mrs. E. L. Martin, of Macon, 
Writes on Cotton Situation 


The whole country seems stirred over the 


cotton situation of the present, a situation 
precipitated by the European war, yet one 
that would inevitably come should our farm- 
ers continue a one-crop policy. 

No results produced by a foreign War can 
do to the south as a whole what the boll 
weevil has been doing for years to Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana, yet those states por 
gritted their teeth, fought poverty, Tuln ane 
weevil, with never a thought by the outside 
world of extending them aid. Many went 
dolwn in despair, others “changed their nets 
to the right side’’—learned diversification— | 
while still others continued to plant cotton, 
feed the weevil and reap ruin. Those who 
have studied the situation say that the 
scourge can be conquered only by “starving 
the brute.” But every man who “was will- 
ing to be showed,” ‘willing to leave old meth- 
ods for new, willing to plant something be- 
sides cotton, has proven his God-given do- 
minion over the “creeping things” of earth 

This is a lesson that every cotton state 
must learn and whether the lesson comes 
through war or weevil makes little differ- 
ence—we rarely progress except when driven. 
If wearing cotton goods will help this situa-' 
tion, then I’m willing to join the cotton and | 
old clothes brigade until the war is over and 
the weevil but a memory, even to the wearing 
of cotton gloves and cotton stockings, if they 
don’t feel good. 

This “wear-cotton-goods” govement is ae 
nice sentiment, something that makes us pat 
ourselves on the back and feel we are Deing 
patriotic, but nothing will really cure the 
trouble and make of us an tndependent peo- 
ple, for all our boasting and pride and sacri- 
fice, until we can say “King Farmer” and 
not “King Cotton.” Instead of sympathizing. 
with the southern farmer, coddling him and. 
telling him that things will be better another 
year, he should have a good “a'wake-thou- 
that-sleepest” slap between the shoulders, 
and be made to study and practice diverali- 
cation. 

For weeks I have been in the cotton delt 
of south Georgia, have seen thousands upon 
thousands of acres that rival the wonderful | 
cotton of the Mississippi delta. Year by year 
the native of this section has stuck to cotto 
because it was the limit of his knolwle 
and he had no desire to increase his learnij 
But the war has done for him what the 
weevil has done for ather sections. 

Had the sons and daughters of the south 
been given the advantages of compulsory edu- 
cation during all the years that Germany has. 
been so favored, we would not now be howl- 
ing because one ambition-mad monareh de- 
cided to straddle Europe and ride to glorp~ 
If the other nations of the earth were as. 
efficient as the Germans there'd be ho war, 
there’d be no cry of hard times in our own 
southland nor in any other part of the world, 
We spend much valuable time reviling Em- 
peror William for starting this alwful slaugh- 
ter and “turning back the wheels of prog- 
ress,” but if this and other countries, even 
a few other countries, had kept abreast of 
Germany in her development and research, he 
wouldn't have dared. 

We can’t even raise the money to handle 
our own cotton crop—Germany can finance her 
own war. Why? Preparedness. We do 
too much bragging about our independence, 
think too much about what a great nation 
we are. We need to get right down to hard 
work and real study: need to grow our own 
foodstuffs; to produce and manufacture our 
dwn wool; to manufacture as well as pro- 
duce our own cotton; to raise our own meats, 
fruits and nuts; to educate our people; to 
emancipate our women; to study, dig and 
delve until we lead the world in science, in- 
vention, literature, politics, art—until as 4 
staite, a section, a nation, we can say, “we 
are efficient.” We have every natural re- 
source—we should have every possible ad- 
vantage. 

There is a parable about the “unused tal- 
ent” and the “slothful servant.” A state or 
a nation as well as an indivikiual can De 
slothful. No mother can bring owt the ‘best | 
in her child unless the state and the nation, 
instead ef fostering vice and ignorance, sup- 
plement her efforts by laws and conditions 
which make for the general well being and 
recognize the mothers of men as factors in 
the national life. i 

No ot spot in all the world is so fa- 
vored aaa conditions as is the cotton 
belt of the south, so let all interested therein 
unite heads 2nd_hearts, with determined pur- 
pose to make of it that whiich it so richly 
deserves to be, “the garden spot of earth.”

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FULL CREW LAW BEATEN 
BY VOTERS OF MISSOURI 


St. Louis, Mo., November 29.—Com- 
plete official figures show that in 
the referendum vote at the election on 
November 8 the people of Missouri re- 
jected the full crew bill, passed by the 
State legislature and signed by the 
governor, by one of the greatest ma- 
jorities ever registered in the state 
on any question, the vote being 324,- 
085 against and 169,593 for, or a ma- 
jority of 164,492, more than two to 
one in opposition to the bill. 

This is said to be the first time a 
regulation affecting railroads has been 
submitted to a direct vote of the peo- 
ple of any state. Railroad officials 
are much pleased with the result as 
indicating that the’ people are not in 
favor of measures which oppress the 
railroads without any resulting benefit 
to them. 

A striking feature of the vote was 
that the farmers voted almost solidly 
against the bill, little support being 
given it outside the three largest cities 
in the state, and in St. Louis it was 
beaten by 18,417 votes. 

The purpose of the bill was to re- 
quire the employment on certain trains 
of extra trainmen, for which experi- 
enced railroad managers declared there 
is no need from the standpoint of safe- 
ty or otherwise, and ose employ- 
ment would have cost the railroads of 
Missouri $500,000 a year.

C., detention barracks 
and transfer the detentioners from that 
station to the gunboat Topeka, which 
would be moored in the Portsmouth | 
yard. The cruiser Philadelphia would '* 
serve similar purpose at the Mare Is- 
land yard. 

The reduction of the number of naval 
prisons is made possfble, Captain Mc- 
Lean thinks, by an order already ap- 
proved by Secretary Danieis to substi-. 
tute loss of pay or discharge for many 
cases which previously have involved 
imprisonment. The detention ships 
would deal with mfnor offenders or. 
prisoners whose good conduct warrant- 
ed their transfer from shore prison.

The necessity of pas- 
turage in order to make pork produc- 
tion in the south a profitable undertak- 
ing has long been recognized, but the 
importance of a winter pasture crop in 
order to make late fall or early winter 
pigs a safe undertaking has just been 
fully demonstrated this season at the 

Georgia experiment station, where the 

use of rape pasture for brood sows has 

made the late fall pig crop a complete 
geuccess in every sense of the word. 

At this station the use of rape is an 

established practice, and it should be 

more generally frown among swine 
yaisers. for in every test that has been 
conducted with this plant at this sta- 
tion and elsewhere only the best of 
results have been secured. 

Description of the Plant. 

The rape plant (Brassica napus, Linn 
orucifarae) is closely related to the 
mustard, cabbage, collard, cauliflower, 
kale and turnip. In general :' appear- 
ance it very closely resembles the ruta- 
baga, or Swedish turnip, except that 
4¢ has no bulbous root. Its root is more 
like that of the cabbage. The leaves 
grow very rank and succulent, and be- 
ing sweet and tender, they are very 
palatable to hogs Rape is a cool 
weather plant, does ‘best during the 
early spring and late fall. It can en- 
dure cold weather well, providing no 
attempt is made to graze it while 
frozen. It*does not grow as much dur- 
ins the hot, dry midsummer months as 
it does in the cooler months. Under 
ordinarv conditions it will attain a 
height of from 18 to 22 inches.

HOW TO KEEP A SOW FROM EAT- 
ING HER OWN PIGS. : 

D. L. G., Carpenter, Okla.—There was 
an inquiry in The Constitution a few 
days ago asking how to prevent sows 
from eating their own pigs. This is an 
exception and not the rule, but is well 
worth knowing, so that in the case of 
trouble a farmer or live stock raiser 
will know how to overcome without 
destroying fine animals. 

Auswer——The correspondent writes 
that he has tried his remedy in many 
cases and feels sure that it will work 
every time, and the editor feels sure it 
will. It sounds reasonable: Make a 
small mop, dip in coal oil or kerosene, 
or crude oil, and apply lightly all.over 
the pigs, also to the sow’s nose and Ahe 
will not eat the pigs.

be constructed of 2 by 4 braces, on the 
outside of which boards ‘are tacked. 
After the concrete has set, the frame is 
taken out, and the inside of vat is 
coated with pure cement of the consis- 
tence of buttermilk. The walls of vat 
Should be built one foot above surface 
of ground. 

Concrete—The concrete should be 
of cement, 1 part; sand, 3 parts; gravel, 
broken rock br brick, 5 parts; and all 
should be thoroughly mixed. 

Dripping Pen, etc.—A dripping pen, 
10 feet wide by 12 to 15 feet long. with 
concrete floor graded toward the vat, 
should be constructed at outlet end. 

Convenient pens for cattle should be 
constructed at each end of vat. 

Chute at entrance to vat should be 
about 30 to 82 inches wide. 

Both vat and dripping pen should be 
roofed. 

To Ascertain 
ping Vat—Measure, 
length at the top and also art 
the bottom. Add these two num- 
bers together and divide by 2 to get 
the average length. In the same way 
measure, in inches, the top width and 
the width at the bottom, and divide bv 
2 to get the average width. Then meas- 
ure the depth of the vat in inches. 
Multiply the average length bv the 
average width and multiply the result 
by the depth. Divide the last result 
by 231, and the answer will be the 
number of gallons the vat will hold 
when full.

Dissolve the soda in a kettle contain- 
ing 25 or 30 gallons of water; then add 
the arsenic and boil for 30 minutes. Let 
this solution cool to 140 degrees (boil- 
ing is 212 degrees), and slowly add the 
pine tar in a small stream and stir. 
Pour this concentrated solution into the 
vat, and additional water to make 500 
gallons of dipping solution. A _ 1,500- 
gallon vat will require three times the 
above amount. 

Precautions—The arsenical solution 
is poisonous and should be handled 
with care and judgment. Cattle should 
be watered before dipping. “hey 
should be allowed to remain in the 
dripping pen until the solution ceases 
to drip from them. Better to dip in 
early morning or late evening, when 
practicable. With ordinary judgment, 
there need be no accidents from the 
dipping process. 

All kinds of farm animals may 
dipped.

TO STRIVE FOR PEACE 


Protestant Leaders in Neutral 
European Countries Send 
Appeal to America. 


November 29.—The Fed- 
eral Council of Churches of Christ in 
America received today at headquar- 
ters here an appeal from Protestant 
church leaders in .séveral neutral 
European countries that churches 
throughout the world strive for peace. 
. The appeal originated with the Rt. 
Rev. Nathan Soederblom, . archbishop 
of Upsala, Sweden. It is signed by 
Ostenfeld, bishop of Seeland, Den- 
mark; Gustaf Johani, archbishop of 
Aabo, Finland; Pastor Leemans, presi- 
dent of the Reformed church, Holland: 
Pastora Demoor, president of Dutch 
Reformed churches, Holland; Pastor 
Helwig, president Pvangelical Luther- 
an church, Holland; Pastor Hecker, 
Amsterdam, president of the Restored 
Lutheran church, Amsterdam; Jens 
Tundberg, bishop, Christiania, Nor- 
way; Nathan Soederblom; Pastor Ris, 
Berne, president of Conferences of Re- 
formed churches of Switzerland, and 
Pastor Armand Duckert, Geneva, mod- 
erator of Company of Pastors. 

Bishop Joseph Ferengez, Kolozswar, 
Hungary, also joined in the appeal. 
Court Preacher Dryander, of Berlin; 
President von Bezzel,,of Munich, and 
the Archbishop of Canterbury sent let- 
ters expressing interest in the plans, 
but explaining that as officials of 
state churches in belligerent countries 
they would not sign the appeal. 

The text of the appeal follows: 

“We, servants of Christ, address to 
all those who have power or influence 
in the matter, an earnest appeal to 
keep peace before their eyes; in order 
that bloodshed soon may cease. The 
war is causing untold distress. Christ’s 
body, the church, suffers and mourns. 
Mankind in its need, cries out ‘O Lord, 
how long”? 

“We remind our Christian brethren 
of various nations that war cannot 
sunder the bond of internal union that 
Christ holds in us. Our faith perceives 
what the eye cannot see; the strife of 
nations must finally serve the dis- 
pensation of the Almighty, and all the 
faithful in Christ are one. Let. us 
therefore call upon God that He may 
destroy hate and enmity and in mercy 
ordain peace for us. His will be done.” 


ADVICE 10 SAILORS 
WHEN VESSEL 1S LOST 


Told to Keep on Clothes; Not 
to Try to Swim, and to 
Hold to Hammocks. 


Néw York, 


London, November 22.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press. )-—"‘Don't 
take your clothes off; don’t try to swim, 
don’t let go of your hammock.”. This 
is the advice to British sailors, who, dy 
reason of. destruction of their ship 
by submarines or otherwise, are forced 
to take to the water. It is contained 
in a current issue of The London Lan- 
cet and is founded on the measures 
found most helpful by the Japanese 
during the war with ‘Russia. 

It must be explained that the ham- 
mock referred to is ‘(bouyant and is used 
on most British® warships. The warn- 
ing not to attempt to swim is uttered 
to protect the man in the water from 
exhaustion, when, being supported, there 
is no need for violent motion; while 
the admonition to keep the clothing on 
is based on the fact that long expe- 
rience has shown that clothing, no mat- 
ter how heavy, not only keeps the body 
warm for a time, but contributes its 
share of ‘bouyancy, until thoroughly 
soaked. 

“A man in the water,” says The Lan- 
cet, “should not try to swim except for 
some definite purpose, but should be 
content to float and ‘be satisfied if he 
can iust keep his mouth above ‘water. 
In this he will be greatly assisted by 
the air collars provided by the admi- 
ralty. The best life buoy, short of a 
cork jacket, is a lashed up hammock— 
it does not turn over and there is al- 
wiaavs the dashing to hang onto. A ham- 
mock has been known to keep a man 
afloat for twenty-four hours. 

“hen a man has been rescued, 
his wet clothes off, wrap him in dry 
blankets, give him a hot drink (not 
alcoholic) and lay him down in a warm 
part of the ship.”
